Memo to the Boss. 

To: CM From: JS 

I F YOU buy this piece, the sales 
price is going directly into circula- 
tion lor purchase of the following 
articles, to wit: Two coal-oil lamps, 
two dozen candles, one case of con- 
centrated soups, one ax. a battery-set 
radio and about a dollar's worth of 
stamps to send my copy of "Gone 
With the Wind" back to Margaret 
Mitchell- Also I am going to return 
to Bromfield my copy of "The Rains 
Came." However. I am keeping for- 
ever an old edition of Alger's "Sink 
or Swim" and a first-edition of Sinclair 
Lewis' "It Can't Happen Here." Be- 
cause it did! 

Once upon a time, boss, you told me 
that if 1 ran into any unusual events 
during my wanderings to drop you 
a memo and perhaps we could pull a 
story out of same. Maybe this is not 
unusual, but our family has just shaken 
off the shackles of a nightmare during 
which we literally lived in our dog- 
house for a day and a night while the 
rains came and our little world up 
here in Connecticut went with the 
wind. And we, to whom news is the 
staff of life, didn't know there was a 
European crisis until it was all over! 

We trudged two miles through slush 
and over prostrate trees to a home 
that had the two things we wanted 
more than any thing else in the world, 
right then — fresh water and a battery 
radio set. And we huddled around that 
coughing and wheezing old set and 
heard from the world for the first time 
in five days. A newscaster reported 
that more than six hundred persons 
had died in the New England hurri- 
cane. 

I UCY NASH, the secretary of the in- 
terior of our family government, 
gasped, and stared at our children — 
at the littlest little Jim. who is 14; at 
Little John, who is 12, and at Lucy 
Ann, the one we call Annie Rooney 
and who is five. Then she looked at 
me and said calmly, but with authority: 



"We are going to church next Sun- 
day." 

The littlest little Jim said, "I want 
a battery radio set for Christmas. I 
don't mind a hurricane, but I can't 
stand to miss 'Information, Please.' " 

Little John said, "I wonder what has 
happened to the Lone Ranger." 

Little Annie Rooney said. "Are they 
still killing children in China?" 

I asked the secretary of the interior, 
whose interior, even as mine, was 
pleading for a big steak with onions, 
"Do you realize what radio means to 
our every-day lives?" 

She said: "I do now. Somehow I 
think I could laugh at our predicament 
— no heat, no water, no lights, no food 
except oatmeal and cooking outdoors, 
no nothing! — if only we had a radio 
working. I wouldn't feel so — so exiled. 
Can you believe we are only 125 miles 
from New York! But we might as well 
be at the North Pole. I agree with Jinx 
(we call the littlest little Jim the Jinx 



at times) that our next investment must 
be a battery set. I didn't know a radio 
could be so friendly until we were 
without one." 

DUT back to the beginning, skipper. 

You know we moved out five miles 
from Old Lyme, Connecticut, last 
summer to get away from the sidewalks 
of New York. Our home was built in 
1740 and. of course, modernized. It 
stood in the middle of four hundred 
lovely acres. There were moss-covered 
stone fences, and white-washed fences. 
There was a 150-year old lilac tree by 
our bedroom window. There was an 
old slate-colored barn that was new 
when the Battle of Gettysburg was 
news. Trailing roses poked around the 
fences, exploring every nook. Tiger 
lilies and hollyhock, bay berries and 
golden rod grew in reckless profusion, 
in security and pride as though the 
land were theirs and we were intruders 
and were tolerated only because we 



didn't in any way disturb their lives. 

Locust trees and pears and apples 
and cherries formed a regiment on our 
west lawn and marched away in 
columns like an international brigade. 
A few tired old trees straggled here 
and there, but the young ones seemed 
to be in perfect step and trooped 
across a field where sumac glowed 
red and golden in the evening. All 
the trees lived in harmony, sharing 
sun and rain, and there was no 
jealousy among them, except one — a 
gnarled old plum with a crooked back 
that waved its arms menacingly at its 
comrades and struggled for more than 
its share of the good things of life. 
We named that tree Hitler. 

A MILE away. Long Island Sound 
washed the venerable shores where 
Uncas once roamed with his Mohican 
remnants. Old Montauk light stood just 
beyond the Sound. On muggy nights, 
the fog-horns mumbled a lullaby, and 
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on sparkling nights we could see the 
ships. 

It was an inspiring world, and yr. 
obedient servant went into retieat, 
primed his typewriter, and sat down 
to write the great American novel. It 
was to be a historical romance of the 
Southeast from 1790 to 1850. and. 
ironically enough, it was titled “The 
Harvest of Hate." 

The secretary of the interior was 
quite delighted with the set-up. She 
ran her house with electricity — stove, 
ice-box, furnace, water-pumps, lights, 
clocks. sewing-machine. numerous 
other gadgets, and radio. 

The littlest little Jim and Little John 
had guns and fishing-rods, and freedom 
that only youth can have and only 
adults appreciate. Annie Rooney, who 
had known only New York, made 
some startling discoveries — that she 
could pick flowers and other flowers 
would take their places; that Bob 
Whites whistle, and that deer would 
come to your door at dawn and eat 
oats if you didn't disturb them. She 
also learned that Connecticut mos- 
quitoes can carry you away, bit by bit, 
and can harmonize. She called them 
jitterbugs. 

We named the place "The Barri- 
cades," and decided that, come the 
revolution, here we would be in our 
own little world. There's been no 
revolution, boss, but there's been a 
revelation. 

\A/E GOT three dogs. G-man is a buff 
* * cocker-spaniel pup, so named be- 
cause I've been writing about one — a 
G-man. not a pup. Miss Kay is an old 
English sheepdog. She looks like Flat 
Foot Floogie. Trudie Katrinka is a 
Newfoundland with an appetite like a 
vacuum cleaner. We converted a 
storeroom in the old part of the house, 
next to my study, into the dog-house. 
It has a stone foundation and was there 
when the British landed about six miles 
away to subdue Connecticut. It was 
there when Benedict Arnold burned 
New London. 

We bought nine bantams for Miss 



Rooney — two roosters. Hot Dog and 
Hamburger, and seven hens — With 
Onions, With Mustard. With Relish, 
With Pickles, With Ketchup. With 
Tomatoes, and With Out. It was very 
disconcerting to yr. obedient servant's 
trend of thoughts to hear Miss Rooney 
summons her chickens at twilight. She 
sounded like a barker for an eating- 
concession at a county fair. 

THE secretary of the interior often 
1 would sit down on a big stone that 
serves as our back steps and laugh 
after she would call us to meals, like 
this (and try it real fast) — "Big Jim. 
Little Jim, Little John, Annie Rooney, 
Miss Kay, Trudie Katrinka. G-Man. Hot 
Dog. Hamburger. With Onions. With 
Mustard, With Relish. With Pickles. 
With Ketchup, With Tomatoes, and 
With Out!" There is an insane asylum 
about eight miles away, and the good 
Connecticut squires used to eye us 
warily and wonder exactly whence we 
came. It's a fact that folks would drive 
by "The Barricades" and point at us 
and then shy away. 

We had six radios. It was the only 
way to keep peace in the clan. Each of 
the children had one, the secretary and 
I shared one. there was one in the car 
and we had a tiny set in the barn. I 
had heard that music would make 
chickens work overtime, and I wanted 
to try out the experiment on With 
Mustard and the bantam harem. I can- 
not report my findings at this time, 
for neither the radio nor the harem 
had a fair opportunity for results. The 
last time I saw the bantam radio it was 
headed north with Hamburger. Hot Dog 
et al. right behind it. 

All went well at "The Barricades" 
until the middle of September, when 
the rains came. Now, skipper. I've seen 
rains before. I've covered floods, 
tornadoes. Florida hurricanes and 
dog-day rains in the South, where it 
really rains. The rains here started sort 
of in low gear, sweeping up from the 
Sound and pounding heavily. It rained 
thunderously for three days and Nature 
slipped the gears into high, and a fine. 



whizzing rain laid siege to us. It blotted 
out the countryside. It beat flowers and 
shrubs into the ground and covered 
them with silt. It stripped the trees of 
their dress and left them naked and 
embarrassed. And it flooded our base- 
ment and choked our furnace. I rigged 
up a bilge-pump, and was sweating 
away, literally pulling water from the 
basement. The secretary of the interior 
was sitting on the steps, offering sug- 
gestions and nothing else. Miss Rooney 
was at my elbow, under my feet and 
in my hair, and asking such questions 
as: 

"Where does water come from. 




Daddy? What makes it rain? Why does 
the water where I swim have salt in 
it and the water I drink doesn't?" 

The child had water on the brain, 
skipper, and so did I. 

LJ AMBURGER warned us of the hurri- 
* * cane I He and the harem had been 
huddled under an elm, and suddenly 
he poked out his head and squawked. 
Then he straightened out his wings 
and t<fek off. half jumping and half 
flying across a lawn, with the ladies 
following him. as usual. There was no 
wind then, and the rain had ceased. 
The world seemed to be absolutely 
still, as though Nature had caught her 
breath and was holding it. 

The secretary of the interior pointed 



at the bantams and said: "I saw 

chickens do that way right before the 
Florida hurricane of 1928. It's going to 
blow!" 

"Tommyrot." I said. "Who ever 
heard of a hurricane up here. New En- 
gland may blow, but the wind doesn't." 

CROM the Sound there came a long, 

1 low "who-o-o-o" sound. Skipper, 
when you were a child did you ever 
hear a ghost story and the story-teller 
made an eerie "who-o-o-o" sound to 
imitate the cry of a ghost? That's ex- 
actly the way the wind sounded. The 
trees began trembling, not bowing, but 
shaking, as though the earth were hav- 
ing a spasm, or as though the trees 
were cold and shivering. 

Lucy Nash said. "Get my children 
together, Jimmie Street, I don't like 
this." 

The boys were in school, five miles 
away. I backed the car out just as the 
boys arrived. They had caught the one 
and only bus that had left their school. 
They are Boy Scouts, and the bus- 
driver wanted them with him because 
they know first aid and could serve 
in an emergency. 

We gathered on the front porch and 
watched the storm arrive. 

A fox ran out of the woods and 
stopped directly in front of us and 
stared, as though he were thinking, 
"You crazy fools, haven't you got sense 
enough to get in out of the weather?" 

Deer dashed out of the forest, and 
the birds came out in swarms. Ham 
burger and Hot Dog and the harem had 
sought their house. Our dogs rubbed 
our legs and whined. The earth seemed 
to sway, and Nature exhaled her breath, 
as you do when a doctor takes your 
chest measurement. Our gates rattled, 
then clanged and clattered and blew 
open with a swishing noise, and closed 
with a grinding sound, the way auto- 
mobile gears sound when they are not 
shifted properly. Our trailing roses 
were blown from the wire, and straight- 
ened out and rippled, like green 
streamers at a football game. Our house 
shook. 

I YELLED, "Get to the dog-house!" It 
1 was the safest room, solid and shel- 
tered. We ducked in, then peeped out. 
The 150-year-old lilac tree staggered for 
a minute, then sat down in the mud. I 
thought of an old woman just flopping 
because she was too tired to stand and 
determined to stay down until some- 
body picked her up. 

The wind began to shriek — a high, 
nasal sound. I've heard hillbilly musi- 
cians on the radio make that sound with 
a fiddle. I heard the same sound in the 
movie, "The Hurricane." An enormous 
locust tree that sheltered our sleeping- 
porch toppled and went "plop" and 
stretched out, its branches flaying the 
trunk and the roots trembling. 

I ran to Little John's room and got 
his small radio and plugqed it in a 
socket in the dog-house, ft squawked 
and went dead. The clocks stopped at 
1:40. The screen from our porches came 
off in ribbons and wrapped around the 
trees. Chairs shot by the dog-house and 
splintered against the house. 

The trees began falling in groups — 
a crackle., then a sigh, then a groan, 
and they fell as dominoes fall when 
you stand them up and touch one and 
watch them all go down. 

The trees didn’t bow down as I’ve 
seen palms and pines do in Florida. 
They tried to fight the wind, tried to 
stand up straight and keep their dignity 
as becomes a New England monarch. 
They seemed to say to the wind. "You 
can't do this to me." And the wind, 
angry at resistance, slapped them flat 
and shaved all the leaves away. Loose 
rocks along the fences tumbled down

COURSE you know that Brahms 
is supposed to have composed his 
Overture in honor of the musical-doc- 
tor degree which he received from 
Breslau University in 1879. He refers 
to the work as "a jolly potpourri on 
students' songs in the style of the oper- 
ettas of Suppe.” If you know American 
college songs, see whether you can 
recognise any of the music in Brahms’ 
•‘Academic.” 

Merriment is scarce, however, in the 
Herr Doktor's concerto (symphonic in 
scope and nature and not at all a solo 
display piece) except in the exuberant 
last movement of somewhat solid 
humor. 

It will be played by an eighteen- 
year-old Hungarian violinist who has 
gained impressive concert reputation 
abroad, especially after winning the 
international contest for violinists two 
summers ago in Vienna. The present 
season marks Virovai’s American debut. 

Sibelius’ “Second” (like all his mu- 
sic, filled with Finnish implications) is 
best described technically by Cecil 
Gray. English reviewer, who points out 
its remarkable workmanship “present- 
ing a handful of seemingly discon- 
nected and meaningless scraps of mel- 
ody, breafhing life into them, bringing 
them into organic relation with each 
other, and causing them to grow in 
stature and significance with each suc- 
cessive appearance." The prevailing 
character of this music is pastoral.

Music at the Fairs 

S AN FRANCISCO and New York are inaugurating international 
fairs next spring, and music-lovers wait expectantly to see wha! 
programs will be provided for them. So far no complete roster 
has been issued, but the assumption is logical that both expositions 
plan important tonal attractions aside from concerts by their local 
orchestras. Unofficial advance reports promise the visits of foreign 
bands and symphonic organizations, operatic representations and 
recitals by outstanding soloists. Also, both fairs have specially 
composed theme songs. 

A sample of what may be expected was broadcast from the 
New York fair grounds a short while ago, when Walter Damrosch 
led Beethoven's ninth symphony. San Francisco puts out a hint 
on November 6 (CBS. 5 p.m. EST; 4 p.m. CST; 3 p.m. MST; 2 p.m. 
PST) with a pre-exposition concert consisting of choral and vocal 
solo music. Charles Kullmann's featured tenor tones will be backed 
by three hundred massed voices, selected from nine glee clubs. 

Tracing the Winners

tan Auditions of the Air, this department awards the palm to bari- 
tone Robert Nicholson for his agreeable voice, fluent delivery and 
knowledge of style.

Musical highways and byways in New York usually are rife 
with undercover gossipings about possible coming events, and one 
of the latest items should make radio followers palpitate with hope 
that if the rumored performance eventuates at all, it may also be 
spread on the ether. The confidence-mongers have it that Toscanini 
might lead a single "Tristan and Isolde" at the Metropolitan with 
Melchior and Flagstad. The other flying whisper is that the Du Pont 
interests are considering sponsorship of the Toscanini broadcasts — 
at $500,000 for the lot.

was his sixth quartet essay, and with 
it he avoids the predominance of the 
solo violin as exemplified in the pre- 
vious five scores. The lovely slow 
movement of the A Major is in itself a 
masterpiece, variations of infinite skill 
and charm. 

In the opus 59. E Minor, Beethoven 
has advanced immeasurably, welding 
his material with characteristic expert- 
ness. Again a glorious slow movement 
“as of a star-studded sky, and medita- 
tions upon the music of the spheres." 
The finale treats a Russian hymn, the 
same used by Moussorgsky in the cor- 
onation scene of “Boris Goudounow." 

His opus 95, F Minor, Beethoven 
subtitles “Quartetto Serioso," and bi- 
ographers connect it with his disap- 
pointment over Therese Malfatti's re- 
jection of his marriage offer. However, 
consolation sounds in the second move- 
ment and jubilant recovery in the con- 
cluding measures. 

Only two of the foregoing works 
will be broadcast, the selection to be 
made after Radio Guide goes to press.

MILESTONES IN THE HISTORY

THE more or less uniformity of musi- 
■ cal broadcasts departs radically here, 
with a complete radio novelty, the air- 
ing of music by the inventor of opera- 
comique, or comic opera. He was a 
Frenchman, Adam de la Hale (1230- 
1288), and his “Le Jeu de Robin et 
Marion*' had its premiere nearly 700 
years ago — in 1275 or 1285. 

There are clouded records of his 
picturesque career as a troubadour 
whose itinerary carried him all over 
France, singing chansons for which he 
wrote both words and music; and as 
a priest who abandoned his vows for 
a great romance but resumed holy 
orders when the roses of love faded 
away. However, he kept up his com- 
posing and wrote both churchly works 
and stage pieces spiced with the salty 
and robust humor of the period. 

The original form of the opus heard 
today was that of an opera-comique, 
spoken dialog interspersed with airs, 
couplets, and duos in which two voices 
sing alternately but never together.

EIGHTEEN years old when he fin- 
ished his second symphony in 1815, 
Schubert shows in it the influence of 
Haydn, Mozart and Beethoven, the 
last-named ’being the particular object 
of the lad’s adoration. So much so 
that just before his death he asked to 
be buried beside his hero, and there 
he rests now at the Central Cemetery 
in Vienna. 

The rather light content of the sec- 
ond symphony, with its tripping minuet 
and the finale of Viennese folk-char- 
acter, gives only slight hints of the 
coming mastery which was to produce 
the monumental C Major and “Unfin- 
ished” symphonies. The B Flat score 
has aptly been called a tone-painting 
of youth, romantic in spirit, fertile in 
melody, full of springtime. 

Toscanini evidently desired to em- 
phasize the link between Schubert and 
Beethoven, for the program opens with 
one of that Titan’s noblest creations. 
By the way, Schubert’s favorite Bee- 
thoven music was the latter*s fifth 
symphony, of which the maestro gave 
such a prodigious reading some weeks 
ago. 

Toscanini’s leaning toward the earlier 
operatic overtures is well known. The 
“Dinorah” excerpt has not been heard 
previously on the air, to the best of my 
knowledge. Meyerbeer does not de- 
serve such neglect, for he has a rich 
stock of sensuous tune and orchestrates 
with. opulent brilliance.

E VERY Sunday afternoon, on the 
Metropolitan Auditions of the 
Air (NBC, 5 p.m.

I have always felt that 
a language wliich has been exalted 
into the highest dramatic and po- 
etical expression by the master 
writers of England and America is 
also an effective medium for adap- 
tation into musical tone. 

There are those, however, who 
claim that Italian, with its open 
vowels, is the ideal tongue for song; 
and that even the German gutturals 
and French nasalities are superior 
to English as a means for vocalism. 
In the case of Italian they are right; 
the matter of the other media is de- 
batable. 

The controversy about opera in 
English seems perennial, but has 
never arrived at any generally ac- 
cepted conclusion. With the new 
lyrical season just starting, the de- 
bate reopens, now that Mr. John- 
son has thrown his question into the 
ring. 

I once asked the late Otto H. 
Kahn (associated with Giulio Gatti- 
Casazza in the artistic direction of 
the Metropolitan) why the leading 
opera house of America does not do 
all its performances in the language 
of our land. As nearly as I can 
remember, he answered: “Firstly, 
because the Metropolitan singers 
are nearly all foreigners. Secondly, 
because the leading composers felt 
and wrote in Italian, German and 
French. Thirdly, because they used 
certain tones for certain notes. 
Fourthly, because translations could 
never be perfectly faithful. Fifthly, 
because to most persons opera is an 
elevated experience that lifts them 
from the humdrum and routine of 
ordinary life and its mystery and 
glamour are heightened by the for- 
eign idiom. Sixthly, because we 
have tried English at the Metro- 
politan with no appreciable re- 
sponse. Seventhly, English will 
never be the official language at 
the Metropolitan as long as 1 am 



an executive of that institution.” 

“You might well have begun with 
your ‘Seventhly,’ ” I answered, “and 
left out all the rest.” Then I offered 
the arguments that in earlier Amer- 
ican days most opera was done here 
in English translations and found 
large favor until the Metropolitan 
practically destroyed the custom; 
that nearly every other country in- 
sists on its own language in opera; 
and that if the Metropolitan fol- 
lowed suit no second American 
Revolution would result, with mobs 
of infuriated New Yorkers parading 
to cries of “Give us back our Ita- 
lian, French and German!” “Out 
with English!’’ “Down with Kahn.” 
“Burn the Metropolitan.” 

The mighty Kahn sniffed his con- 
tempt and said in effect, “I have 
spoken.” And that was that. 

Nevertheless, since then we have 
had exceedingly successful opera in 
English at the Metropolitan, with 
“Peter Ibbetson,” “Gianni Schicchi” 
and “Amelia Goes to the Ball’’ as 
striking instances. In justice to 
Kahn, I should add that he appeared 
to see the light before his passing, 
and commissioned Deems Taylor to 
write two operas for the Metropoli- 
tan, and even urged George Gersh- 
win to compose one in the atmos- 
phere and style of jazz. 

IT WAS a joy for everyone to be 
* able to understand nearly all the 
words of dramatic “Peter Ibbet- 
son,” and to laugh at the humor of 
“Schicchi” and “Amelia.” The same 
auditors have to sit in gloomy 
dumbness through the comicalities 
of “Barber of Seville” and “Bar- 
tered Bride” while their neighbors, 
versed respectively in Italian, Ger- 
man, or both, laugh snobbishly in 
understanding enjoyment. 

When our American opera ar- 
tists appear in Europe they are com- 
pelled to sing in foreign languages 
and usually master them excel- 
lently. There seems to be no good 
reason why we should not make 
European artists vocalize in English 
when they come to America. Tib- 
bett, Ponselle, Crooks, Helen Jep- 
son, Thomas, Edward Johnson, 
Florence Easton have proved that 
English may be articulated and in- 
flected in song as clearly as the 
foreign languages.

NEW YORK. — To borrow the terms of the Holly- 
wood motion- picture copy-writers, the RCA Magic 
Key’s Navy Day Salute, heard on Sunday, October 
23, was the most stupendous, colossal, gigantic 
broadcast your reporter has ever heard. I was 
literally sitting on the edge of my chair as I listened 
to one of the greatest jobs of radio-engineering 
ever completed. Admiral William D. Leahy, Chief 
of Naval Operations, directed the broadcast and 
issued orders from the studios in Radio City. In 
less time than you can say “uncle,” the program 
was switched to Admiral Lackey, commander of 
the European fleet off the coast of France. Lackey 
then exchanged greetings with Admiral Meyers, 
stationed in Manila, and every word of their con- 
versation was as clear as a bell. In a flash. Admiral 
Block reported from San Pedro, California, who in 
turn introduced Vice Admiral King, commander of 
the aircraft battle-force. King was heard flying over 
San Diego Harbor in the “Flying Dreadnought” 
issuing orders to his men to prepare for a bombing- 
attack. In a split second the show was switched 
from the Pacific to the Atlantic, where 'a demonstra- 
tion of anti-aircraft defense at sea was given by 
the Atlantic squadron off the Virginia Capes. Next, 
listeners heard U. S. Marine Fighting Squadron 
One, flying over the Potomac River. Lieutenant 
Commander Browning’s orders, “Simulate attack 
on Naval Air Station,” from the command plane 
to the seventeen planes under his command, and 
then hearing the planes diving at tremendous speed,

Everyone working on 
Columbia’s new aviation 
serial, “Howie Wing,” 
seems to have developed 
a tremendous enthusiasm 
for flying since the pro- 
gram began. For one 
thing, the writer of the 
show. Captain Willfred G. 

Moore, is very much of a 

flyer himself, holding the world speed record and 
the American altitude record for light planes. He’s 
also a captain in the U. S. Air Corps Reserve. 
Moore not only uses technical details in his scripts 
but he takes the cast, and especially the sound- 
effects men, flying so they’ll get the right atmos- 
phere for the program. Neill O’Malley (Captain 
Harvey in the script) already has flying experience, 
having taken a six -month aviation course a few 
years ago. Raymond Bramley, who plays Burton 
York, has always liked flying, too, and spends a 
lot of time at the Long Island fields. But to the two 
principals — Bill Janney, who is Howie Wing, and 
Mary Parker (Donna Cavendish in the script) — fly- 
ing is new. In fact, all radio is new to Janney, and 
he likes it a lot. Janney comes to radio from the 
films, where he played in seventy-five pictures in 
seven years — and mostly, he tells me, as someone’s 
kid brother. Mary Parker, who plays opposite 
Bill in the script, is more of a radio veteran. Mary, 
small, dark and vivacious, has been called by 
N. T. G. the most beautiful actress in radio. You've 
heard her in “Easy Aces” and the “Snow Village” 
sketches. The day I was up at rehearsal was one 
of those rare days when only Janney and Miss 
Parker were in the script, but several of the other 
actors — Raymond Bramley, Floyd Buckley, who 
created “Popeye” in radio, and Neill O’Malley — 
dropped in anyway to see how things were going. 
They all had to look over the real pride of the 
cast, a miniature range-beam, complete in every 
respect to the real range- beams the big airliners 
use. It’s up in the studio for every show, and at 
least keeps the cast from bringing a real trimotor 
plane with them to rehearsals. 

It has been quite some time since Kay Kyser’s 
name has appeared in this space. As a matter of 
fact, it has been weeks since I’ve seen him, which 
prompted the genial professor to call and find out 
the reason for my absence. I accepted his invitation 
to come down to the Madhattan Room at the Penn-

Walked into the CBS Playhouse to watch a re- 
hearsal of Helen Menken’s “Second Husband,” and 
was amazed to see the cast throwing a football 
across the stage. At first I thought I was in the 
wrong place, but was told the sound -effects man 
brought a football to rehearsal for a certain effect 
which they needed. As soon as the cast and pro- 
duction men caught sight of it, they started tossing 
it around all over the theater. CBS production 
man Larry Harding used to play football on his 
college team and he seemed to be getting the big- 
gest kick out of it. No. not drop-kick. 

For a few moments the audience at a recent 
Carnegie Hall concert wasn’t sure they were wit- 
nessing a concert or a 
football game. The or- 
chestra started to play the 
“William Tell Overture,” 
which was one of the 
selections on the program. 
An old gentleman in the 
audience recognized the 
number as the theme song 
for the “Lone Ranger” 
serial. He got up out of 
his seat and yelled, “Hi 
Yo, Silver!” It almost 
broke up the concert. 

Which reminds me that 
in looking over the list of 
sweepstake winners in the 
New York area, one lucky 
person was signed “The 
Lone Ranger” and an- 
other “Hi Yo, Silver.”

files of Radio Guide, I

1933. Here are some of the names that made radio 
news five years ago. Listeners were hearing a 
couple of vaudeville comics, Olsen and Johnson, 
who found their way to the airwaves via the Rudy 
Vallee hour. Today they are stars of a Broadway 
hit, “Hellzapoppin,” thanks to Sir Walter Winchell, 
who entered the ring and fought with the snooty 
critics who attempted to lambast the show. Ethel 
Shutta, Walter O’Keefe and Don Bestor’s orchestra 
were heard in a regular Friday night series . . . 
Jack Denny’s orchestra, with Jeannie Lang, was 
starting a new series . . . Ditto for sepia songstress 
Ethel Waters . . . Jack Pearl’s “Vas you dere, 
Charlie” was dfi the lips of practically every school 
kid . . . Show Boat was a “must listen” program 
in a great many homes . . . Don Voorhees was one 
of the busiest bandleaders in radio . . . Gertrude 
Niesen (she’s now a sensation over in England) 
was thrilling us with her songs . . . Ditto Ramona, 
Conrad Thibault, Nino Martini, Anthony Frome, 
“The Poet Prince,” and Vera Van . . . “Crime 
Clues” was one of the most popular mystery 
dramas . . . Tony Wons had a tremendous listening 
audience . . . Another name featured five years 
ago was that of Ruth Etting, whose name made 
front-page news in every newspaper in the country 
a couple of weeks ago when her husband was shot 
by her former mate. Not one of the above-men- 
tioned is heard on the air in a regular series.

They tried 
to get Paul out on the stage to take a bow, but he 
refused because he didn’t want to take the thunder 
away from his dad ... At the CBS Playhouse, 
Henny Youngman standing at the door before the 
broadcast to make sure that his mother, father, 
relatives and neighbors get in . . . Kay Thompson 
rehearsing for the first A1 Jolson broadcast from 
New York, painfully suffering after having a wis- 
dom tooth extracted. 
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HOLLYWOOD. — Do radio appearances hurt mo- 
tion-picture personalities who once “packed them 
in”? A Seattle newspaper, in a desperate effort 
to enlist the aid of the movie industry on the side 
of the lean press in its war against radio, its fat 
competitor, charges that the screen is losing by 
broadcasting its stars too frequently and airing 
previews of pictures which reveal secrets of the 
plots before the films have been publicly released. 
Furthermore, the newspaper named A1 Jolson, Fred 
Astaire, Jack Oakie and Dick Powell as typical 
stars whose film popularity had been “killed off 
by radio” . . . Well, to your Hollywood observer, 
the Seattle daily’s yell is rather confused. First 
of all, A1 Jolson hasn’t made any pictures since 
turning to radio. Second, Fred Astaire (essentially 
a dancer) should never have gone on the air, was 
smart enough to know it, and quit the mike some 
eighteen months ago. Regardless of the “hurt,” it 
seems that his latest picture (“Carefree,” with 
Ginger Rogers) is quite successful. Third, every- 
one, including himself, knows that Jack Oakie had 
other causes than radio itself to blame for his 
exit from the air — but in pictures he is still as 
good a draw, if not better. Fourth and finally, 
Dick Powell hasn’t been on the air sufficiently in 
the past two years to have the slightest effect upon 
his box-office value. If his popularity is endan- 
gered, it may conceivably be from the rising tide 
of young actors who have the same sort of appeal 
he has or had ... As for the airing of those movie 
stories, it is done not to satisfy a desire of listeners 
but because the film producers ask that it be done. 
One big company is now 
testing radio previews by 
releasing a picture with- 
out any air ballyhoo. 

Let’s hope that it suc- 
ceeds famously so that 
listeners hereafter may 
be spared the skeleton- 
ized, mediocre preview 
dramas that are now be- 
ing thrust through loud- 
speakers under the name 
of entertainment. 

The Hmmm, Hmmm 
Dept.: One Mary Living- 
stone and Jack Benny saw 
nothing funny in the fact 
that efficient, uniformed 
apprentice ushers at the 
new Hollywood Radio 
City studios of NBC re- 
fused admission to their 
late show to one ticketless 
Mrs. Marks — who hap- 
pens to be Mary’s mother. 

The faux pas occurred on 
the very Sunday Jack was 
celebrating the Jell-O 
show’s first performance 
in the new plant . . . 

Likewise, the show pro- 
ducers and musicians 
aren’t in accord with the “No Smoking in the Stu- 
dios” enforcement, which seems to be unenforced 
when a big-enough name-star wants to puff a ciga- 
rette during rehearsal — or broadcast, for that mat- 
ter . . . W. C. Fields, prideful father of Bill, Junior, 
who just passed his California bar exam, will now 
know his legal rights when he begins feuding anew 
with Charlie McCarthy sometime in December. 
"The feud will be revived to arouse interest in the 
Fields-McCarthy-Bergen film, * You Can’t Cheat 
an Honest Man,” which will release in the new 
year . . . And Charlie’s bachelor mouthpiece. Ed 
Bergen, threw a bread-and-butter party the other 
night, to which he brought Florence Heller, once 
reported Ken Murray fiancee, although other Hol- 
lywood ladies who have been squired by the ven- 
triloquist — including Andrea Leeds, Anita Louise 
and Nancy Carroll — were there, too . . . Despite 
local critics' failure to mention Irene Rich's work 
in Universal’s “That Certain Age,” the movie ex- 
hibitors are billing her name with that of Deanna 
Durbin on their marquees . . That Broadway- 

Hollywood daily columnist who, on October 24, 
panned NBC “censors” for removing the revolver- 
shots supposed to end the “Good News” airing 
five days earlier of the Earhart -Noonan flight- 
based sketch, “It Might Have Happened,” evi- 
dently is ignorant of libel law. The network would 
have laid itself open to stiff damages had it sug- 
gested the suicide finish . . . and isn’t it odd that 
the radio-warring publishers, when they want to 
address the nation on some important subject, 
use radio to do it? 

Jean Hcrsholt, in the comfortable, understanding 
role of “Dr. Christian,” came back on the air 
weekly on October 18 with a strongly reinforced 
writing-battery and a studio audience for the first 
time. In token of the latter, the eminent actor is- 
sued the edict that his entire cast must dress for 
the performance, and it was a pleasure to see all 
the actors and actresses in tuxedos and evening 
gowns. Excellent support was rendered by Rose- 



mary DeCamp and Gloria Holden, but the work of 
adult Dorothy Farrar, the “baby” of the play, most 
intrigued your reporter. Miss Farrar, after the 
show, explained that the author’s script sometimes 
was vague as to what the baby was supposed to do. 
She had to “ad lib” the proper cries with feeling 
and meaning. One of her lines read: “BABY: Un- 
winkingly turns away.” The actress said that 
stopped her. All she could do there was be quiet. 

Backstage Stuff: She’s always wanted to sing 

opera on the radio, but seldom has had the chance, 
so Jane Froman was pleased as punch week before 
last when on the Texaco Star Theater she was 
asked to double for the singing voice of Miriam 
Hopkins in the sketch portraying the actress as 
an opera star. Jane warbled an aria from “Mig- 
non” so well that now producer Bill Bacher has 
promised her more radio chances at Verdi and 
Puccini . . . Jean Arthur played her Lux Theater 
“Seventh Heaven” role of Diane from the depths 
of a cozy each chair. Jean’s just one of those poor 
souls who’ve never conquered mike fright, and 
the easy chair helped her to relax . . . Jimmie 
Fidler calms his nerves before broadcasts by im- 
provising at the electric organ console in his studio. 
Plays well, too . . . More to entertain at leisure 
moments was the reason James Stewart brought 
his accordion to the Silver Theater rehearsals . . . 
A1 Pearce wants to take his gang east so that 
the first broadcast, which is heard east of the 
Rockies, will go on the air after dinner. In Hol- 
lywood, he and his cast must do the show at 5 p.m. 

Pacific time, which is 8 
p.m. in New York, but he 
finds that Hollywood folk 
don’t like to attend the 
broadcast at that hour — 
and when they do, are 
too hungry to laugh with 
sincerity! Joe Penner has 
double trouble, for his 
eastern airing goes on at 
4:30 Pacific time and the 
West Coast repeat broad- 
cast is performed exactly 
an hour later. Both of his 
audiences are famished 
. . . At the public preview 
performance (not aired) 
of Jack Haley’s show 
week before last, Haley’s 
movie work in “Mr. Av- 
erage Man” kept him on 
the lot overtime, necessi- 
tating his absence. Re- 
sult, his chief gagman, 
Hal Fimberg, took the 
Haley lines while come- 
dian Artie Auerbach sang 
Jack’s song with Vir- 
ginia Verrill. Must have 
been all right, as the au- 
dience applauded. 

Football's the thing.

Television had better hurry up and come, for 
Earl Carroll soon will be ready for it at his Theater 
Restaurant opening here on Christmas night. The 
place, very modem in design, will seat 1,000, have 
a three-section 80-foot revolving stage, and is 
being built acoustically perfect for radio pick-up 
purposes with amplifier panels installed. Week 
before last, Carroll made his first call by radio 
for beautiful girls. The CBS broadcast brought 
several hundred letters and photographs (includ- 
ing some nudes!). The next week he staged his 
first eliminations at the old Warner Brothers lot.

Who and W hat M akai a Show Tick? 

CHICAGO. — How do advertisers know whether 
their show is a wow or a fizzle? Well, of course, 
there is such a service as a Crossley survey in which 
telephone tests are made to see which shows are best 
liked. That may draw a goose-egg or four stars, 
but advertisers are still in the dark as to just what 
makes a show tick. F’rinstance, take the Fibber 
McGee show. Not far behind Benny and Cantor, 
and almost neck and neck with A1 Jolson, it’s one 
of the most popular on the air today. Why? Well, 
in the first place, although he carries on alone with- 
out Molly now, the Fibber is on his toes every min- 
ute, sends the audience into gales of laughter before 
the actual broadcast signal. Instead of the blase, 
try-to-make-me-smile attitude of the average looker- 
listener, the crowd is a-grin to a man. by the time 
the Fibber show goes on the air. Jesse Lasky, the 
veteran movie producer, and Mrs. Donald Novis 
(friend husband’s in the show) were in the client’s 
room the night I attended, enjoying themselves. And 
when a show gets a smile from a producer, that es- 
tablishes some sort of record for success. Everybody 
has heard Fibber’s show, so I won’t go into details of 
the program. Instead. I want to take listeners-in 
behind the scenes and introduce them to two men 
who are never heard but who are responsible for 
a swell show — Cecil Underwood, the producer, and 
Don Quinn, the gag- writer for the program. If 
you’ve noticed the smart way the commercial stuff 
is mixed right into the script itself, give Don the 
credit. And if listeners have ever wondered who 
takes the part of Silly Watson. Nick de Pooolos. 
and the Old Timer, they 
are Hugh Studebaker 
(he’s Doctor Bob in 
“Bachelor’s Children”), 
one of the best character 
actors on the Chicago cir- 
cuit. as “Silly.” and that 
swell comedian. Bill 
Thompson, doubling as 
“Nick" and the “Old 
Timer.” “Old Timer’s” 
catch-phrase, “That ain’t 
the way I ‘heered’ it,” is 
getting so popular in Chi- 
cago studios that it’s well 
on the way to becoming a 
national hit, along with 
“Vas you dere, Sharlie” 
and Joe Penner’s “Wanna 
buy a duck?” 

Jim and Molly 

After the Fibber show, 
the cast, with the excep- 
tion of the Fibber (Jim 
Jordan), gathers at “The 
Pit,” a near North Side 
barbecue spot, for a snack. 

The kingpin of the piece 
hurries home to Molly and 
the two youngsters to find 
out how they liked the 
broadcast. Reason “Mol- 
ly” (Mrs. Jordan) isn’t on the show at present is 
Old Man IU Health. Making pictures in Hollywood 
and broadcasting at the same time proved too much 
for Molly. But she’s getting on top again, and 
looking forward to rejoining the Fibber cast. 

Sun-kissed vs. Frost-bitten 

Evans Plummer will no doubt think this jotting 
is good news of 1939 from where he sits, but, per- 
sonally, I’m sorry that 1 have to write it. The night 
I attended the Fibber show 1 was told that current 
plans are to move the show to Hollywood. Right 
now it looks as though the Fibber would be singing 
“California.

and the wind rolled them over and 
over until they bumped against the 
fallen trees and were buried by mud 
and sticks.

The Sound seemed to turn inside out. 
There was a sickening chasm in the sea 
as though the water had parted. It re- 
minded me of a picture I saw in Bible 
stories as a child, a picture of the Red 
Sea parting to allow the Children of 
Israel to march through. 

Then the Sound closed the gap, and 
a wave rose, paused for a moment as 
though making up its mind which way 
to roll, and headed toward Connecticut.

Annie Rooney suddenly remem- 
bered her bantams. "I want my 
chickens," she said. 

Little John said. "You don't expect 
Dad to risk his neck for Hot Dog With 
Mustard do you?" 

Jinx said, "I'd risk my neck for a 
real hotdog." 

I ran toward the barn just in time 
to see the bantam radio take off. The 
chickens followed. They were blown 
across a field. I don't know where the 
radio wound up. 

The hurricane lasted in full force 
about three hours. We could hear it 
running away. The littlest little Jim and 
Little John ran from the dog-house with 
the Newfoundland right behind them, 
and when they returned the huge dog 
had a copy of "Gone With the Wind" 
strapped on her back. 

Jinx said, 'It couldn't blow that 
away." 

We took stock. Our house was 
flooded. Every tree was down except 
old Hitler, and he was in a mess, beaten 
badly but still standing, defiant and 
ugly. Our lawns were lakes. Every- 
thing looked naked. The ground was 
covered with fruit. We tasted it, and it 
was salty. The wind had blown sea 
water into the fruit. Even the pine 
needles on the trees tasted salty! The 
car was flooded and useless. I tried to 
switch on the automobile radio. It was 
cold. I tried to walk to a neighbor's. 
It would have taken me a week. The 
highway was like a wood-pile. 



We had some fresh hamburger meat 
which we had bought for the dogs. We 
built a fire in the lee of our garage and 
cooked it. And shared it with the dogs. 
We stayed in the dog house that night. 
Annie Rooney slept with her head on 
Trudie Katrinka. G-man slept in the lap 
of the secretary of the interior. Miss 
Kay stood guard all night, watching 
the animals that came to our house 
seeking shelter from the rain ana 
spending wind. There were no trees 
for the birds, so they came to us. Even 
Hot Dog. Hamburger and the harem 
eventually trooped to the dog-house, 
hopped in and roosted in the rafters. 

We began chopping a path the next 
day. We were completely isolated. We 
lost track of time. Our larder contained 
oatmeal, a few cans of beans and to- 
matoes and dog-food. We ate oatmeal 
until I felt kilted. We got a fire started 
in our outdoor fireplace, and cooked 
the oatmeal and boiled rain water to 
drink. 

The postman, good old Paul Revere, 
brought us our first news, but no paper. 
He told us all the gossip and informed 
us that there was fresh water and a 
battery-set radio two miles away. 

We didn't know that Hitler had run 
amuck until after the conference of 
Munich. Then we went out and trimmed 
our Hitler tree and said, "That'll hold 
you!" 

A week later we got water, then 
lights, then heat and eventually a tele- 
phone. My "Harvest of Hate" is scat- 
tered, so if anybody out in Illinois finds 
a sheet of typewritten paper that men- 
tions Sara Dale, Tishaminao or a blonde 
named Sarah, keep it. It’s not worth 
return postage to me. I'm sorry I can't 
furnish the blonde’s telephone number, 
but she died in 1840. 

Our radios are working again, ex- 
cepting the bantam set. which is prob- 
ably over in Vermont somewhere. I 
hear Charlie McCarthy is still alive! 
And Bing Crosby, and all the boys. 
Gee, I'm glad to get back, boss. And 
isn't that "Information, Please" a swell 
program? I'm going out and get some 
stories somewhere, and get that battery 
set. 

You know, boss, the next morning 
after that storm when we looked at 
the bare, twisted countryside and at 
the cock-eyed "Barricades," the secre- 
tary of the interior said something that 
I almost had forgotten. She said, "Great 
goodness! How mighty is God, and 
how little is man."

RECORDS OF THE WEEK 



Classical: 

V ICTOR has unleashed another 
copious catalog of recordings 
made abroad by sister com- 
panies in England and France, and 
now available on the domestic label. 
Amid large slugs of Bach church mu- 
sic, various chamber works, concerti 
and miscellaneous treasures, we sin- 
gled out the Music for Strings by the 
contemporary Britisher, Arthur Bliss, 
a piano collection by Serge Prokofieff 
(bom the same year as Bliss), and 
Schubert’s famous “Death and the 
Maiden” string quartet. 

Bliss is a modern in the way we 
like moderns. There is flow and beauty 
to his music, but he is not afraid of 
dissonances and potent harmonies. And 
after Frank Black’s leadership in pop- 
ularizing string symphonies, this in- 
strumental combination looms large 
in our eyes. Thus, Music for Strings 
is a happy experience — and it is 
treated effectively by Sir Adrian Boult 
and the string section of the BBC 
Symphony. (Victor album 464. $5.) 



Popular: 

Andre Kostelanetz has three new 
records out which he made, we 
strongly suspect, at the same time he 
recorded the three for his album last 
year. The new ones run to over-ar- 
rangement, a charge we never ex- 
pected to make against the great 
Kostie. But in the new Bugle Call Rag 
it’s neither swing nor symphonic pop, 
but pretty much spinach. However, 
in Swamp Fire he hits a very satis- 
factory stride. The newest, Tiger Rag 
and Casey Jones, has been held up on 
an overtime release. (All Brunswick.) 

Count Basie sports one of the coun- 
try’s very best swing outfits, and his 
latest record carries on nobly in the 
tradition. It’s called Texas Shuffle. 
(Decca.) 

Tommy Dorsey falls for the college- 
type pop tune in his newest disk, and it 
is pretty thin stuff. Stompin’ at the 
Stadium. Edythe Wright singing. (Vic- 
tor.)
